BOYCOTTING THE CHINESE. 


Vegetables Grown by White Labor 
in Demand. 


Some very sensible articles have re- 
cently been] written by the California 
press with reference to the necessity of 
ostracizing the Chinese in every depart- 
ment of business monopolized by them. 
This can be done effectually, provided 
the people are furnished with what they 
require through other channels. Partial 
relief has been afforded in washing by 
the new white labor laundries recently 


started in this city, but in vegetables 
there is no alternative but that of living 
without them if the Chinaman is boy- 
cotted in this branch of business. 

A Times reporter interviewed a num- 
ber of citizens on the subject yesterday 
and ascertained that the feeling of re- 
pugnance toward the Chinese laundry- 
men and vegetable peddlers is extreme- 
ly deep seated in the community, and a 
large proportion would welcome the es- 
tablishment of ‘market gardens opera- 
ted by white labor, and would bag | 
pay doublethe existing rates for vege- 
tables therefrom. 

The Times would suggest that farmers 
and orchardists living within a few miles 
of town engage in market gardening on 
a large scale and that a few enterpris- 
ing grocers add a green grocery depart- 
ment to their business, engaging a cer- 
tain quantity of vegetables per week 
from the market gardeners. The pub- 
lic would thus soon become accustomed 


to the new order of things and the poor |, 


scrawny vegetables now inflicted on 
the community would be substituted 
with new and choice varieties scientifi- 
cally raised by intelligent white labor.

THE ORPHAN’S HOME. 


The Good Work that Has Been Per- 
formed by This Society. 
Its Present Officers—Number of Children at 


Present—The New Building— 
Modes of Support. — 


The ‘‘Los Angeles Orphan’s Home So- 
ciety’’ was organized in July, 1880, andin 
the twenty-two months of its existence, 
has accomplished a great and noble work. 
One member has died— Mrs. B. L. 
Peel, and in her death the Society con- 
sider that they lost a great helper. 

The Society was hastily organized un- 
der the pressing circumstances of the 
necessity of immediate relief of the chil- 
dren of three or four families that had 
been left destitute. Attention having 
been given to their wants, the Society 
found an open field wherein to work, 


and never yet have found time to rest 
rom their philanthropic labors. 


f THE OFFICERS 


Of the Society are as follows: President, 
Dr. Walter Lindley; Vice President, 
Mrs. J. R. Tansey; Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Frank Gibson; Financial 
Secretary, Miss M. E. McLellan; Treas- 
urer, B. F. Coulter. The Board of 
Managers are: Mrs. Northcraft, Mrs 
Lockhart, Mrs. Angel, Mrs. Stanway, 
Mrs. Schiefflin, Miss McManus, Mrs. 
Palmer, Mrs. Tims; Dr. Woolweber, Mr 
Frank Gibson, J. D. Bicknell, Mr. 
Denker, Mr. McLellan and Dr. Lindley. 
The Society receive from the State

LOS ANGELES. 
A Visitor Sees Our City Through 
Golden Glasses. 
Comparisons—The Uity—Senoritas and Dons — 


A Stroll—Business—New Channels 
of Trade— Hotels. 


AvaMepA, April 27, 1882. 
A more beautiful day never dawned 
than the one which I spent in your city. 
The birds never were so glad, the sun so 
bright, the sky so clear, and the air so 
bracing and pure. A walk through the 
most cultivated part of Sacramento is 
not to be compared to a walk through 
the cultivated parts of Los Angeles. Yet 
the cities are frequently compared. I 
did not expect to see sights only to be 
found in countries enriched by many 
years of toil, hence I did not have to be 
disappointed; nor did I expect to find as 
I did, such’ tastefully laid out, broad 
avenues, such elegant private domains. 
Iam writing of the new town—which 
has grown on undisturbing 
THE ANCIENT PLAZA, 
with its cool fountains. The old market, 
the Cathedral, and the Mexican quar- 
ters, where the olive-complexioned chil- 
dren peer through the latticed openings, 
or from beneath the rose-vines and 
vine-covered Lowers. One feels a strong 
inclination to yield to the dgeary spel: 
that lingers about the historic surround- 
ings. We seem to hear the soft notes of 
guitar wafted on the breeze to the bal- 
cony where once sat the fair Senorita 
listening to the love songs of the Don, 
long since departed; bats and lizzards 
have taken up their abode in the dormi- 
tories where the old Padres repeated 
their prayers. Morning breaks over the 
city pure and beautiful as the smile of 
a saint. As the sun rose over the white 
tops of the San Gabriel range 
the whole sky blooms with a warm, 
pearly lustre. We walk among the 
glittering orange and lemon trees with 
their globes of yellow fruit. How 
lovely as the sun strikes their golden 
sides." Now we view Fort Hill, and 
below the Main street. Within a stone’s 
throw of a busy mart we sit as in the 
quiet of a Sabbath, not a sound of tte 
noise and hurry of business reaches the 
ear. Now we pass through the wild 
scenery of the descending grade, cach 
moment entranced with some new as- 
eet. Vineyards, orangeries and gar- 
ens spread out before us in the 

highest state of cultivation. Flowers 
in endless varicty, purple and gold and 
nameless colors, showing how profuse 
nature has been with her gifts. 
The only thing that surprised me 
greatly was 
THE BUSINESS 
Done there. There is more business 
upon its streets, more life and activity 
among its people, more bustling, more 
signs of commercial life in all direc- 
tions than I have seen in any town out- 
side of San Francisco. Apparently it 
is the Lest business point next to the 
latter city. This feature all visitors to 
Los Angeles have noticed, as well as to 
have discovered how dependent Arizona 
towns are upon Los Angeles for their 
daily supplies. It appears to me the 
time is not far distant when San Fran- 
cisco will have to awake from the leth- 
argy that has taken possession of her 
or she will be left out in the cold. A 
new channel of trade has been opened 
since the railroad has been completed, 
and the trade of the southern country 
is surely drifting from San Francisco. 
Chicago and Los Angeles stand with 
heads together, the latter wide awake. 
What more wealth does Los Angeles 
need than her 

. ORANGE BELTS 
Greater than wheat growing. This may 
seem a broad assertion, but investiga- 
tion has proven the truth of it. A gen- 
tleman informed me that the demand 
for oranges this year will exceed by one- 
third that of the last year, and the last 
year one-half of former years. When 
reminded of the new orangeries, whose 
fruits could not be on the market in 
three years and then the millions of 
pounds, would not the market be over- 
stocked? was the question. He replied, 
the new country which the railroad has 
opened would cause the demand to ex- 
ceed the supply, anofher broad asser- 
tion, but the gentleman should know 
whereof he speaks, as he is the owner 
of a fine orange grove.

As a general thing t 
transient visitors to any town, ‘‘get the 
cold cuts.”’ As aland-lord once remark- 
ed, ‘‘we have the face to charge a tran- 
sient visitor even if wedon’t half feed 
them, for nine out of every ten we never 
see again.’’ Well, what of their influ- 
ence outside ? ‘‘Oh, said he, we soon 


quite so much,’’ thus proving there has 
been a mistake made in telling the story. 
The hotels of your city will compare 
favorably with any in San Francisco. 
The Pico, Cosmopolitan and St. Charles 
are well kept, and acredit to the city. 
Mr. Strowbridge is a genial old gentle- 
man, and his hotel is particularly adopt- 
ed to families, and they find there the 
quiet and comforts of home. The inva- 
lid is the special charge of his amiable 
wife and if they havea ray of hope it 
will be encouraged by the lady’s atten- 
tion. I speak from authority. People 
cannot remain long invalids in your city, 
where the very air is health giving. 
Your hotels are inadequate. Many 
have remained away who would gladly 
spent the winter months with you had 
hotel accommodations been adequate. 
For aught I know Los Angeles may have 
a sanitarium, but if not, she needs one, 
where the invalid may go and find the
